live as nearly as possible the nor­ 
mal life. 
W hat they are asking is not char­ 
ity hut that kind of help which will 
enable them to help themselves. The 
blind women are marvelously skill­ 
ful with the needle and take 
this 
means to earn their living. Not only 
is it a means to a livelihood, but it 
serves an even greater purpose; 
it 
brings to them the joy which comes 
from labor, contentment 
in having 
their tedious hours of darkness oc­ 
cupied and the most precious boon 
of ¿11— the satisfaction which conies 
from feeling that one is worth some­ 
thing in this world.

8enafore Guglielmo Marconi, Cl. C. 
V. <>., L. L. I»., D-So. M. I. E. E., was 
bom in Bologna, Italy, April 25, 1^74. 
Ilis mother was Irish, while his father 
was of a family whose mechanical 
ability was marked. 
After an edu- 
cation at Leghorn and Bologna, the 
young man interested himself in the 
problem of wireless telegraphy, slart- 
ing his research in 18(15. 
He went to 
England and in 1800 took out the first 
patent ever granted for a practical 
system of wireless telegraphy, hy the 
use of eleetric waves. 
His early ex­ 
periments in England were made at 
West bourne Park. 
Shortly afterward 
Marconi 
saw’ 
W. 
11. 
Preece 
and 
at his request made some experiments 
for officials of the postoffiee. 
Some 
further experiments yv(M‘© made in 
May, 181)7, in the Brisiol channel, 
wireless communication being estab­ 
lished between Lavemock and Brean 
Down, a distance of nine mile-!. 
On the invitation of the Italian 
government Marconi afterward went 
to Spezia where a land station was 
erected, which w*as kept in constant 
communication with two Italian bat­ 
tleships working from a distance of 
12 miles.

In 1899 Marconi read a paper on 
“Wireless Telegraphy” before the In­ 
stitution of Electrical Engineeis in 
London. 
Early in 1901 telegraphic commu­ 
nication was established between two 
points more than 250 miles distant 
and at the end of that year Marconi 
transmitted signals from Poldhu, in 
Cornwall to St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
In 1902 he received on board the 
steamship Philadelphia in the pn*s- 
ence of the officers, good messages 
on the tape when at a distance of 
over 1,500 miles from the traosmit- 
ting station and signals at over 2.000 
miles. In December, 1902, tlie station

Scotia, under a contract with the Ca­ 
nadian government for transatlantic 
wireless telegraphy,

Mr. Marconi’s w’ork lias been rec­ 
ognized by many governments and 
seats of learning; he has been dec­ 
orated by the IvTug of Italy and the 
late ex-Czar of Russia as an honor­ 
ary doctor of many universities, in­ 
cluding Oxford, ®asgoir, Aberdeen, 
Liverpool and Pennsylvania, beside« 
having received the freedom of the 
principal Italian cities.

He also holds many sci­ 
entific awa/ds granted by various so­ 
cieties and institutions. 
Upon the declaration of war by 
Italy, Senatore Marconi placed his

of Relations Overshadows 


Genoa Conference 


WHAT THE 
PACT PROVIDES 


(By United Press) 


' 6e»oa,N Italy, April 17.—Germany 


and Russia 
has 
signed a. treaty 


which re-established diplomatic and 
commercial .relations. 
The 
Genoa 


conference was_ completely oversha- 
dowed 
today by official announce- 


ment of this event. 


George Tchitcherin, foreign min- 


ister of Soviet Russia, and Walter 
Rathenau, 
representing 
Germany, 


signed a reciprocal treaty at the 
Russian headquarters in Rapollo, 
near 
here. 
This 
act stamps the 


treaty as a possible basis for 
a 


German Russian alliance. 


The terms of the treaty further 


showed 
that Germany, and Russia 


has between themselves agreed upon 
many of the various points on which 
the main conference is split. The 
respective claims of the two coun- 
tries are cancelled. 


Russia waives any claim to Ger- 


many's reparation, 
while the 'Ger- 


man cancellations 
are 
demanded 


through 
nationalization of German 


property or that of German cities, 
seized in Russia. 


A clause in the treaty provides 


that the cancellation is conditional

MARCONI REALLY 


FATHER OF RADIO 


Story of the Gifted Italian's 


Work In Development of Air 


Communication. 
/ 


Wliile experiments along the line 


at radio really started as far back as 
1S27 
and hundreds of scientists \yere 


interested in solving the problems in- 
volved for many years, it was not un- 
til 
1S!)G when Senatore Guglielmo 


Marconi took out his first patent that 
the mastery of air conimunicatipn got 
its first great impetus. ~ His life his 
tory is to all practical intents the his 
tory of radio communication. 


Seuatore Guglielmo Slarconi. G. C. 


V. O., L. L' D., D-Sc. M. I. E. E., was 
born In Bologna, Italy, April 25, 1S74. 
His mother was Irish, while his father 
was of a family whose mechanical 
ability was marked. 
After an edu- 


cation at Leghorn and Bologna, the 
young man interested himself in the 
problem of wireless telegraphy, start- 
ing his research in 1S95. He went to 
England and in 1896 took out the first 
patent. ever granted for a practical 
system of wireless telegraphy, by the 
use of electric waves. His early ex- 
periments in England were made at 
Westbourne Park. -Shortly afterward 
Marconi saw W. H. Preece and 
at his request made some experiments 
for officials of the postoffice. 
Some 


further experiments ''Vvere made in 
May, 1897, in the Bristol channel, 
wireless communication being estab- 
lished between Lavernock and Brean 
Down, a distance of nine miles. 


On the invitation of the Italian 


government Marconi afterward went 
to Spezia where a land station was 
erected, which was kept in constant 
communication with two Italian bat- 
tleships working from a distance of 
12 miles. For this success the Ital- 
ian government conferred upon Mar- 
coni the honor of knighthood. After 
a return to England further experi- 
ments were conducted and on July 20, 
1897, the first, radio company was 
formed and two permanent stations 
erected. In 1S98 wireless reports of 
yacht races in Kingston were made 
and proved the usefulness and adapt- 
ability to which the system lends it-

Radio enthusiasts have Increased 


tenfold within the last few months, it 
appears from a survey conducted by 
tlie Associated Press and covering the 
central west, Kentucky and Texas. At 
virtually all points from which re- 
ports have been received, there are 
thousands of radio sets, -particularly 
for purposes of -telephony, where at 
most-there were hundreds befpre. 
• While the sets are used chiefly for 
pleasure and experience, they are be- 
ing put to practical uses in many 
cases. Numerous farmers are receiv-

self to commercial purposes. In De- 
cember, 1898, Marconi Installed ap- 
paratus to provide communication be- 
tween the South Foreland lighthouse 
and a lighthouse on the south coast. 
In 1899 Marconi read a paper on 
"Wireless Telegraphy" before the In- 
stitution of Electrical Engineers in 
London. 
Early in 1901 telegraphic commu- 


nication was established between two 
points more than 250 miles distant 
and at the end of that year Marconi 
transmitted signals from Poldhu, in 
Cornwall to St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
In 1902 he received on board the 
steamship Philadelphia in the pres- 
ence of the officers, good messages 
on the tape when at a distance of 
over 1,500 miles from the transmit- 
ting station and signals at over 2,000 
miles. In December, 1902, the station 
established at Cape Breton, Nova 
Scotia, under a contract with the Ca- 
nadian government for transatlantic 
•wireless - telegraphy, was put into 
communication with the Cornwall sta- 
tion at Poldhu and inaugural messages 
were transmitted to the \King of 
England, the King of Italy and to 
the London. Times. In October, 1903, 
the steamship Lucania published. a 
daily wireless bulletin from messages 
rece'ived from the Marconi stations. 
•A powerful station at Clifden on the 
west coast of Ireland was opened 
early in 1907 for the establishment 
of 
commercial relations 
with th« 


^American continent at Glace Bay. 


Mr. Marconi's work has been rec- 


'ognized by many governments and 
seats of learning; he has been dec- 
orated by the Ktug, of Italy and the 
late ex-Czar" of-Russia as an honor- 
ary doctor of many universities, in- 
cluding Oxford, Glasgow, Aberdeen, 
Liverpool and Pennsylvania,.; besides 
having receded the freedom of the 
prmcipil Italian cities

entific awjrds granted by various s(* 
cieties and institutions

On April 1st, 1921, the Company had 2235 telephones in service and on 


April 1st, 1922, there were 2306 telephones in service, consisting of 332 business 
phones, 1797 residence phones, and 177 extension phones, making a net gain 
of 71 telephones for the .year; while making this gain there were 272 tele- 
phones installed, 201 taken out and 102 moved. 


A comparison of the amount received for rentals and tolls this year 


with that received last year shows a gain of $1650.2Q in rentals and a decrease 
of $745.07 in tolls. 


The operating expenses this year show a decrea.se of $2027.88 com- 


pared with the operating expenses of last year. 


During the year $7539.13 was added to the value of the system in the 


way of additional switchboards, telephones and lines. 


The Company's system, shows an operating revenue of $11,840.90, to 


which is added the $896.97 cash balance carried over from last year; $220.00 
received for office rent; and $725.83 interest on securities owned by the com- 
pany, making a' total of $13,683.70; which is accounted for as follows: 
$7539.13 invested in new additions to switchboards, new telephones, lines, etc.; 
$2,000.00 invested in additional securities, and $4,144.57 cash on hand. 


In making the ai.oire statement that the operating revenue of the com- 


pany was $11,840.90, no deduction had been made for the amount which was 
charged to the depreciation reserve account; 6 per cent of the amount invested 
in plant and equipments was charged off this year and amounts to $10,753.69; 
this amount deducted from the $11,840.90 leaves $1,107.21 as the true operating 
revenue.
